JAMES C. CARTER ON 
EXCISE QUESTION 


Ineffective Laws That Are Posi- 
tively Hurt Hurtful, 


UNENFORCED LA\ LAW IS BAD; 


The Few Often Combine to Coerce 
the Many Where They Have No 
Right to Interfere. 


District Attorney Jerome made a speech 
last Monday night at Lotos Hall, in which } 


he said thatthe present excise law, or that 
part of it which applies to Sunday, was un- 
enforceable by the local authorities: A 
TimEs reporter yesterday asked James C. 
Carter his opinion of the status of the 
law, and Mr. Carter said that he agreed 
with Mr. Jerome. 

The distmmguished lawyer discussed the 
subject even more fully, explaining com- 
prehensively why he thought that the 

, present Sunday law was not only incapable 
“ of enforcement, but also was, first of’ all, 
an unwarranted interference with the 
fundamental principles of government and 
personal liberty. 

“T am not acquainted with Mr. Jerome’s 

+ bill,” said Mr. Carter, ‘“‘ beyond some brief 
statements which I have seen in the news- 
} papers. Of course, the subject is one which 
‘has interested me more or less, and I read 
Mr. Jerome’s speech at Lotos Hall, or so 
much as was given in THe Times last 


Tuesday, and I was a good deal impressed } 


by it. 

““What particular point most interested 
me? It was the evidence which Mr. Jerome 
presented of the fact that the law was 
really unenforceable. Some people have a 
notion that any law which the Legislaiure 
chooses to pass can be enforced if suffi- 
cient effort is made in that direction, and 
they think that a short way of doing good 
and to effect reforms in the habit of a 
people is to pass laws to compel them to 
change their conduct. 


THE SUNDAY PROHIBITION. 


“This I take to be a great mistake. 
There can be laws which it is entirely im- 
possible to enforce by any power which the 
State can possibly exercise. The prohibi- 
tion in the Raines law against the selling 
of liquor on Sunday appears to be of this 
class. 

/* “When Mr. Roosevelt was nead of the 
| Police Department he made,’ as we all 
| know, the most vigorous efforts to enforce 
| this law, which had nothing more than a 
| partial and temporary effect. The admin- 
istration of Mayor Low, with Gen, Greene 
| at the head of the Police Department, 
brought the whole power of, the police to 
| bear upon that point. To this was added 
the vigorous efforts of Mr. Jerome, and 
| we have had his conclusion that the failure 
is again complete. 
| “We may therefore conclude that the law 
is in fact unenforceable by any power which 
the State can exercise, and it follows that 
the law is absolutely ineffectual and has 
| mecomplished none of the good which its 
authors expected from it. 

“ But if it has accomplished no good, has 
it had any effect? This is the serious part 
of the business. There really is no end to 
the mischief which this law has caused and 
is causing. It is impossible that the offi- 
cers of the Police Department and the body 
of the police can give the time and atten- 
tion which they are compelled to give in 
their efforts to enforce it without the grav- 
est injury to the ordinary and necessary 
werk which the police are expected to per- 
form in maintaining the good order of the 
city and protecting its people. 

“It is impossible that the police can con- 
tinue in this effort without great demor- 
alization. The efforts of the police will be 
met by corresponding efforts on the part 
of the liquor sellers, efforts of the most 
unscrupulous character in the way of per- 
jury and bribery to paralyze the action of 
‘the officials. The continuance and in- 
crease of this bribery and corruption is-also 
inevitable. More than this, the ineffectual 
attempt to enforce the law has paralyzed, 
and will continue to paralyze, all the efforts 
of our citizens to reform and improve our 
City Government. 

“The lesson we already have received 
ought to be enough to convince us of this. 
Notwithstanding the iniquities of a former 
Tammany a2dministration, the ineffectual 
attempts made by Commissioner Roosevelt 
to enforce the law were tollowed by a popu- 
lar return to Tammany, and Van Wyck 
was elected. The evils under his admin- 
istration alarmed the people and led them 
to elect Mayor Low, but notwithstanding 
the excellences of his administration he was 
overwhelmingly defeated on his renomina- 
tion. The main cause of his defeat was the 
attempt under him to enforce this law. 

“We have some evidences that Mayor 
McClellan and Commissioner McAdoo are 
to give us a better government than Tam- 
many heretofore has furnished, but it is 
their duty to make an effort to exercise 
the law. The result will be either that they 
will be compelled to abandon their effofts 
or that they will be ousted on the first 
favorable opportunity by less creditable 
representatives of Tammany, We see, there- 
fore, that a host of evils of measureless ill- 
results are the consequences of this law. 


UNENFORCED LAW BAD. 


**An unenforced law is necessarily a bad 
law, from the mere fact that it'is unen- 
forced, because attempts to enforce it will 
always involve the mischiefs I have spoken 
of. People damot generally consider this. 
They seem to think that ff a law is not en- 
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forced it will at least do no harm., It is far | 


otherwise. 

“Do I object to all prohibitory laws of 
this class? A full answer to that question 
would lead me into some.rather abstract 
matters to discuss, which in an interview 
would take too much time. It is the ques- 
tion ‘ What is the true province of govern- 
ment?’ which is a very large question. I 
can eay in a word or two, however, that 
tlie object of the law, as administered in 
our courts, is to allow to each individual 
the liberty of doing what he pleases, so 
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lorg as it does not interfere with like lib- 


erties in every other person. 

“This is true liberty. Our State Govern- 
ments and Iegislatures should have no oth- 
er purpose in view. It js their business to 


provide the suitable machinery for Cat} 


rying out more fully this great and prin- 
cipal object of the law. If they go beyond 
this and attempt to say to the individual 
what conduct ‘he shall pursue, regardless 


of the consideration whether or not he is | 
depriving others of like liberty, they are | 


tmposing their own opinions on him, and 
this is tyranny, the opposite of liberty. 


“ Liberty is the best of blessings, tyranny ; 


is the worst of woes. 


Of course the ques- 


‘jon how far a Legislature may go without | 
exercising tyranny is a different question 


at different times in different places. If 
there were a community where nine-tenths 
of its members never drank intoxicating 
drinks, it might not be tyranny to prohibit 
the sale of liquor. A small fraction in @ 
crowded population must yield to the views: 
and wishes of the great majority. But in 
another community where there was a 
very, large number who valued the use of 
intoxicating drinks, although even the ma- 
jority were opposed to such use, it would 
still be tyranny to attempt to enforce the 
views of & majority upon the minority. The 
attempt of a mere majority of people to 
enforce their views upon the minority is 
the sort of tyranny possible under a re- 
publican form of government. The maxim 
indeed is ‘The majority must rule,’ but 
there is nothing more important than that 
it should be understood that the majority 
in a Legislature ought never to pass the 
true province of government. 

“The object of government is not suf- 


ficiently intelligible to the great mass of’ 


the people. Thev can be awakened only 
when the evils arising from bad govern- 
ment become so glafing and burdensome 
that attention is compelled. This general 
inattention is what enables a comparative- 
ly few persons, if sufficiently organized, to 
seize upon the instrumentalities of govern- 
ment and wield them sometimes to their 
own selfish purpose. You might trace/most 
of the mischief arising from bad laws to 
this cause. 


TARIFF AS A CASE IN POINT. 


“There can be no doubt, for example, 
that the organization of the Republican 
Party is controlled by an enormous aggre- 
gation of interests which think themselves 
dependent upon a protective tariff. Conse- 
quently the first question considered by 
that party in reference to any public mat- 
ter is, ‘ What influence will it have on the 
stability .of a protective tariff?’ If the 
bill threatens this tariff, it will be opposed; 
if it helps it, the bill will be aided. The 
first requisite in a candidate for the Presi- 
dency is fidelity to that tariff. If he ful- 
fills this, every objection on other grounds 
will be dismissed. It descends to State 
politics. The ascendancy of the Republican 
Partyyis necessary, it is said; therefore 
what helps must be favored and what 
threatens must be disapproved. I do not 
say that it is different with the Democratic 
Party. Its leaders appear to. act on the 
same principle. 

“In the last election in the City.of New 
York what was constantly urged was that 
the election was going to affect the chances 
of the Democratic Party in the Presidential 
campaign. Everything else was subordi- 
nated to that. 

“The protective tariff, however, is out- 
side the true province of goverment. To 
tell an individual that he-shall not buy this 
or that kind of goods in England, France, 
or Germany, and to compel him to buy 
these goods at a greatly increased price 
from particular persons in this country, is 
to givegto such persons an enormous mo- 
nopoly, and to lay the rest of the “country 
under the heaviest taxation for their bene- 
fit. 

“The question whether a man shall buy 
articles of necessity frgm a person here or 
abroad is one which concerns himself only. 
The exercise of his right in that particular 
deprives no one else of the corresponding 
liberty, and in depriving a man of this lib- 
erty, the government practices a real tyr- 
anny. It is stepping out of its province, 
and as a consequence we have whole 
classes, multitudes of people, thinking of 
ways in which they can procure the aid of 
the Government. ‘There is no end of the 
evils which flow from this condition. 

“Do I think that the Legislature will 
repeal the Raines law? I can form no con- 
jecture about that. It involves the ques- 
tion as to what were the influences that 
produced the law, and whether they still 
continue. 

“The Raines law was passed as a Re- 
publican measure. I do not for a moment 
suppose that the leading Republican poli- 
ticians, who control the Republican Party 
and shape its legislation, cared much about 
the matter of drinking in New York on 
Sunday or at any other time. Most of 
them probably drink—I don’t say that in 
the way of reproach—every day in the 
week, but there was a minority of people, 
comparatively small, earnestly in favor of 
repressing the sale of intoxicating drinks, 
especially on Sunday. Then votes are im- 
portant factors; whether or not they should 
be given to the Republican Party was 
thought to depend upon the question wheth- 
er or not that party would give them such 
a measure as they wanted. If the repeal 
of the law were thought likely to improve 
Republican supremacy it would be re- 
pealed. 

“What remedy have I for the state of 
affairs brought about by the Raines law? 
I have no remedy, and I really think it 
nearly impossible at present to secure one. 
The political interests such as 1 have de- 

scribed are too powerful'to permit any 
measure to pass that is not shaped in con- 
formity with their views, and this would 
ruin any measure. 

“The time may come, I hope it will come 
sooner than I expect, when all police or 
sumptuary regulations may be framed 
and adopted in accordance with the true 
principles which should govern 


tion.”

THEATRICAL MANAGER 
DIES FROM POISON 


Leon Melles Had Been Robbed Be- 


fore Getting Home. 


POLICE WATCHING A WOMAN 


Coroner Scholer to Hold an Autopsy— 
Dead Man Had Conducted Vaude- 
ville Troupe Tours. 


Leon Melles, a theatrical manager, twen- 
ty-eight years old, who is known to the 
profession as “‘ Lance de'Melles,’’ died yes- 
terday afternoon in his father’s apartments 
in the 'Parthenion, 400 Manhattan Avenue. 


that death was the result of narcotic pois- 


oning. Coroner Scholer, who was called ; 
into the case, thinks Melles was the victim 
of knockout drops. 

Melles staggered into the Parthenion at 
3 o'clock yesterday “morning. His father, 
Joseph Melles, let him into his apartments, 
and noticed that he was hardly rational. 
Thé father found that he had been robbed. 
His pockets were empty, and his watch was 
missing. The young man first went to bed 
in his own room, but at 4 o'clock he woke 
his father and insisted on moving to the 
sitting room. Then he seemingly went to 
sleep. At 7 o’clock his father was awak- 
ened by groans, and found his son uncon- 
scious. 

Dr. Buffum, who was summoned, said at 
once that Melles was suffering from some 
narcotic, probably a combination of chlor- 
als and cocaine. He administered anti- 
dotes and left. He called again at 11 
o'clock, and renewed the _ treatment. 
Throughout the entire morning Melles 
seemed to be suffering from some over- 
whelming fear. He kept repeating ‘‘ There 
they are again,”’ and warded off imaginary 
blows. Toward midday he was conscious 
for a short time, and, it is said, made a 
statement to his father and the physician, 
in which he declared he was out Saturday 
night with a young woman, with whom 
he has been on .ntimate terms for over a 
year. She is said to be employed in a 
wholesale house. He gave the name and 
address of the woman, who is also known to 
the elder Melles. 

Shortly before 3 o'clock the occupants of 
the floor above the Melies apartment heard 
a great noise in their rooms and notified 
the janitor, who found Melles in con- 
vulsions and a sister who had been left in 
charge of him hysterical. Dr. Buffum 
was again called in, but Melles died a few 
moments after his arrival. 

Dr. Buffum summoned Coroner Scholer, 
and that official took his statement, as 
well as the statement of Melles’s father. 
When the Coroner had heard their stories 
he called in the police from the West One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street Station. 
Detectives Fitzsimmons, Zimmerman, and 
O’Leary were put to work. The Coroner 
refused to discuss the case further than’ to 
say that*he feared that there had been foul 
play, and that he had ordered an autopsy, 
which Coroners’ Physician Weston will hold 
this ‘morning. He refused to give the name 
of the woman in the case. 

The father said his son had a room at 326 
West Twenty-eighth Street, and that’ his 


1 son was with the woman there just before 
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he came home. Dr. Buffum admitted that 
death had been due to poisoning. This was 
shown, he said, not only by the symptoms, 
but traces of the drug were -discovered in 
A weak heart might have had 
a contributory effect. 

The police said last night that they had 
found the woman, but they would not give 
her name pending her arrest. She vlives 
somewhere near the East Sixty- seventh 
Street Police Station. 

Melles had taken several vaudeville 
troupes through the South. Some years 
ago he was_the manager of the West In- 
dian Theatrical Company. At the time of 
his death he was organizing a troupe to go 
South next Fall. 


MYSTERY MILL BURNED. 


Twelve Firemen Hurt by Failing Walls 
at Brooklyn Fire. 


In ar. eariy fire yesterday which gutted 
an old three-story factory at, Pennsylvania 
and Liberty Avenues, Hast New York, a 
dozen firemen were overwhelmed by a 
falling wall, but all but one escaped ~seri- 
ous injury. 

Fireman Louis Jordan of Engine Com- 
pany No. 139, was seriously injured in- j 
ternally, besides having bad contusions of | 
the body He was removed in an ambu- 
lance to the Bradford Street Hospital by 
Dr. Saybolt and Dr. MacNaughton. Capt. 
John Hogarth and Lieut. Stephen Bedan, 


also of Engine No, 139, were bruised con- 
siderably by the falling wall, but after j 
treatment were able to go to their homes. | 
Capt. Hogarth lives at Wyona Street, near 
Liberty Avenue, and Lieut. Bedan at Lib- | 
erty Avenue and Euclid Street. 

The factory was a frame structure over 
sixty years old and burned like tinder, but 
the firemen deluged with water and 
knocked in the doors and windows in an at- 
tempt to check the flames and save the | 
valuable machinery, which is used to make 
gum for United States Government stamps. 

While the firemen were at work, the wall 
on the southern side of the building fell in 
with a great crash on a dozen of the men. 
Their companions of Engine Company 189 |! 
sent immediately for ambulances, and 
Bradford Street Hospital sent one and St. 
Mary’s Hospital two. The uninjured fire- 
men dashed into the ruins and cast aside 
the beams and boards and took out the | 
men one by one. ' 

The damage to the building was estimated | 
at $20,000. It had been known as the “ Mys- | 
terious Black Mill,” as it was originally ! 
painted black, but during the sixty = 
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of its existence much of the paint had 
been khocked off. A high board fence sur- 
rounded it, and the general public was scru- 
pulously excluded, as the*manufacture car- 
ried on in the mill was by secret process.

the mill.

A boy discovered the 
body. The tragedy, shrouded as it is in 
mystery, created a deep sensation. The 
victim was a member of one of the State’s 
oldest and most prominent families.

MUTINY CHARGE DROPPED. 


Sailors of the Lighthouse Tender Nina 
Will Prosecute Captain. 


SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, March 6.—The 
United States lighthouse tender Nina, the 
sailors of which were recently charged 
with mutiny, has sailed for Pensacola for 
repairs, mahned by a crew from the gun- 
boat Gloucester. 

The members of the crew of the Nina 
who were arrested for mutiny have been 
discharged, and several of them will re- 
main here to swear a complaint against 
Capt. William G. Cutler for false imprison- 
ment. 

The crew of the Nina, numbering sixteen, 
said they were shanghaied in New York last 
September, and that when they. recently 
signed what they believed was the pay roll 
they learned that they had. unwittingly 
contracted, for service on the Nina for a 
year. 


GALE DRIVEN, ROWED 3 DAYS. 


Gloucester Men, Wrecked on Sable Isl- 
and, Reach Nova Scotia. 


GOLDSBOROUGH, N. 8., Mareh 6.—The 
five men of the crew of the Gloucester 
fishing schooner Lizzie M. Stanwood, which 
was wrecked on Sable Island,’ and who 
reached here last Friday after a perilous 
row of 110 miles to the mainland, were suf- 
ticiently recovered to-day to recount more 


! in detail their trying experiences. 


The vessel struck on the northeast bar of 
the island during a snowstorm of Feb. 14, 
and soon went to pieces. The Captain and 
seven men reached shore in a dory, and 
were cared for at the light keepers’ station. 

On March 8 Capt. Oscar Lyons and five 
of the-men provisioned the dory and left 
the island with the intention of making 
Canso, Nova Scotia. Soon after they 
started a gale sprang up and drove their 
frail craft along before it. It was found 
impossible to get within several miles of 
Canso on account of the immense ice 
fields, so the hardy fishermen kept at the 
oars all day and night, and on the after- 
noon of Friday last they made a landing 
at Seal Island. From there they walked 
three miles to this port. The men suffered 
extreme hardship, but will recover. 
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‘RUSSIA. AND CHINA 
CLASH IN MANCHURIA 


Forces of Both Occupying Ter- 
ritory West of Niu-Chwang. 


| TREATY PORT USED AS BASE 


| Yet Russia Wants the Powers to De- 
clare Niu-Chwang Neutral—Her 
Most Vulnerable Point.

PEKING, March 4.—I have just re- 
turned from a tour of inspection of the 
railway outside the Great Wall between 
Shan-hai-Kwan and Niu-Chwang ‘and 
the railway branch to Sin-min-Tun. 

The region traversed by this railway, 
lying between the .Great Wall and the 
Liao River, was restored to China by 
Russia in October, 1902. China desires 
that it be treated as her territory, and 
that its neutrality be respected by both 
belligerents. 

Russia declines to respect this neu- 
trality, since from it she is drawing sup- 
plies of cattle, ‘foodstuffs, and forage. 
She has stationed two military posts in 
the district, is patroling i nearly to the 
Great Wall with cavalry, who billet 
themselves on the villages, and has for- 
bidden China to station troops anywhere 
in the district. Yet she holds China re- 
sponsible for any disorder. j 

Naturally this action will compel Ja- 
pan to disregard the neutrality of the 
district. =f 

At each station of the railway are two 
sets of guards, one composed of Yuan- 
Shi-Kai’s foreign-drilled. soldiers, who 
! are men of good character and. well dis- 
ciplined, and the others composed of 
troops sent by Tseng-Chi, the Tartar 
General at Mukden, an undisciplined 
rabble who blackmail the people they 
are supposed to protect. Of the latter 
body each soldier bears a tin disk, show- 
ing that he is licensed as a soldier by 
Russia, and a rifle stamped and num- 
bered with the Russian seal. 

Russia permits this rabble to remain, 
but forbids the increase of the orderly 
soldiers, and wants China to withdraw 
those already there. 

At the Chinese failway terminus at 
Niu-Chwang a picket. of twenty-five 
Russians guards the telegraph line con- 
necting the Russian Legation at Peking 
with the telegraphs along the.

The Russians speak favorably of the 
assistance rendered at a critical time, 
when coal is needed for the Manchurian 
Railway, by this British firm, which, un-* 
less the port is blockaded, can presuma- 
bly render equally valuable service in 
the future by importing foodstuffs for 
the Russian troops.

SCALDED FRIEND TO DEATH.

Naval Officer’s Wife Was 
Awakened by Cannon. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 6.—The wife 
of a naval officer gives a graphic account 
of the bombordment of Port Arthur, Feb. 
9%, and the fight of women and children the 
next day. She was awakened, she said, in 
the middle of the night by the heavy re- 
ports of the guns, and her first thought 
was that they were due to blasting opera- 
tions at the dockyard, but when the guns of 
the fortress began to boom she awoke the 
servants. 

She then went out on the balcony and 
saw the searchlight wildly swirling. The 
town was deserted, .except in front of the 
residence of Viceroy Alexieff. 


The officer’s wife, with an infant, took a 
train from Port Arthur in the morning, 
and she describes the awful crush at the 
station, and also at’ Dalny, where she 
learned of the fate of the Variag at Che- 
mul-pho. Great hardships were suffered 
by the travelers until they reached Irkutsk, 
eighteen days later. 

The trains and stations were crowded, 
and the woman found it impossible even to 
lay her baby down on the floor of the car, 
which was covered with baggage. She says 
that mothers fought to get food for their 
children.

PARIS, March 7.—The St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of the Echo de Paris says con- 
cerning the bombardment of Vladivostok 
petterday afternoon that’ the opinion’ of 
competent men is that the Japanese wanted 
to find out whether or not the Russian 
scuadron was in the port, in the belief 
that should it prove to be absent it would 
be necessary for the vessels to return and 
defend the place. The correspondent adds: 

“These tactics are useless, as the Gen- 
eral Staff here knows Reitzenstein’s exact 
cestination and that he has succeeded r- 
fectly in carrying out the plan cunfided to 
him, despite the constant vigilance of the 
Japanese.

The Kronstadtski Viestnik recently pub- 
lished the official list of the Russian war- 
ships in the Far East, exclusive of those 
on their way there. According to this 
list the principal vessels at Viadivostak 


were the amored cruisers Gromboi, Ros- 
sia, and Rurik, and the protected cruiser 
Bogatyr. 

e three armored cruisers are as large 
as first-class battleships, and are among 
the finest vessels of their type in the world. 
The tonnage of the Gromoboi is 12,934, that 
of the Rossia 12,200, and that of the Rurik 
11,000. The protected cruiser Bogatyr has 
a tonnage of 6,500. 

The Gromoboi is the newest of the war- 
ships, having been launched in 1899. 

The vessels of the Viadivostok squadron 
have great coal carrying capacity, and 
were, it is said, designed primarily as com- 
merce destroyers. 


BRITAIN TRIED TO AVERT WAR. 


Count Benckendorff Told His Govern- 
ment That Was His Belief.

NO FRICTION IN JAPAN’S ARMY. 


Reports of Trouble Between “ Fighting 
Clan” and Others Denied. 


In Europe and America there is a general 
idea that the Japanese Army and Navy are 
officered to a great extent by members of 
the “fighting clans’’—the Satsuma and 
Choshu—and it has been reported that ow- 
ing to youths not belonging to those clans 
obtaining commissions a great deal of fric- 
tion has developed. 

It has been said that members of other 
clans are trying to oust the Satsuma and 
Choshu men from high commands, and that 
the situation thus created may ultimately 
result in a national calamity. 

The Tokio correspondent of The London 
Times was for six years in charge of the 
Marine Artillery College in the Japanese 
capital, and has been familiar with the 
Japanese Army and Navy since they were 
organized in their present form more than 
thirty years ago. His statements may 
therefore be taken as authoritative. 

In a recent letter to his paper he de- 
clares that not the slightest inkling of the 
reported clan jealousies and quarrels 
reached him until he read about them in the 
correspondence columns of a London jour- 
nal. F 

“Tt is certainly true,” says the corre- 
spondent, “that in the years immediately 
following the restoration the Satsuma and 
Choshu clans furnished a large majority of 
the officers in both services.

SAYS BIBLE PREDICTS 
VICTORY FOR RUSSIA 


Pastor Haldeman Talks of Coming 
World War. 


RULER TO BE PRINCE OF ROSH 


Baptist Clergyman Says Never Have 
There Been Such Great Preparations 
for Universal Conflict. 


The Rev. Isaac M. Haldeman, pastor of 
the First Baptist Church at Broadway and 
Seventy-ninth Street, preached last night 
on the Russo-Japanese war, his contention 
being that according to the prophecies in 
the Bible Russia was destined to triumph, 
and that that country would eventually 
become the head of all the Asiatic nations, 
Bngland wottld lose Ireland and India, 
Belgium would be’ absorbed by France, 
Germany would lose Alsace and Lorraine, 
and that Turkey would be bletted from’ off 
the map. 

Mr. Haldeman took as his text the first 
verse of the thirty-ninth chapter of Ezekiel, 
‘Behold 1 am against thee, O God, the 
chief prince of Meschech and Tubal.” 

“* According to prophecy,”’ said Mr. Halde- 
man, ‘the closing hours of this age will 
witness a great world war, the seat of 
which will be in the Bast. It will be a 


struggle of nations due to the race for com-, 


mercial supremacy. According to the 
Prophet Ezekiel, so great will be this con- 
flict that it will take seven months to bury 
the dead and seven years to burn the ac- 
cumulated materials of war. This is the 
prophetic outline. 


“In the fourteenth chapter of “Genesté |, 


there is a silhouette of the man who is to 
rule. The Bible refers to him by thirty 
titles. John calls him the Antichrist. He 
is also refered to as the Wild Beast King, 
and Daniel's prophecy gives us the details 
of the reorganization of Europe. 

*““In the prophecies of el, 800 years 
before the Star of Bethlehem and. centuries 
before Russia was formed, that country is 
referred to. The reference reads: ‘ The 
Chief Prince of Rosh, M 
bat.’ Rosh means head, and-it ts-th 
word for Russid, as Meschech is for Mos- 
cow and Tubal for Tobolsk, thus giving us 
literally, ‘I am against thee, O thou mighty 
one, Prince of Russia, Moscow, and To- 
balsk.’ | 

“ At the present time the whole world is 
getting ready for war. Every nation is 
strengthening herself. England is building 
two ships to one for every other navy. 
She has an army of 500,000 men this side 
of India: Germany, France, and Italy have 
armies of 500,000, while Russia's military 
strength totals the great figure of 4,000,000. 

** Never in the history of man have such 
rreparations for bloody conflict been made 
as are now in progress. It is a fight to 
reconstitute the old Roman Empire. Rus- 
sia is now in the East, and is reaching out 
her hand fof Korea. After Korea will 
come China’s time; then India, and, lastly, 
the Mediterranean. Russia wants Jeru- 
salem for her religious capital instead of 
Moscow. Even now there are on file in 
Russian monasteries pians of Jerusalem 
and the temple. 

“Don’t you get the idea when you read 
the war news that this is a war between 
Russia and Japan. it is a struggle be- 
tween England and Russia, and behind 
Engiand is tne United States of America.

RESPONSIBILITY OF SOCIETY. 


J. G. Phelps Stokes Says Crime and 
Poverty Can Be Eliminated. 


J. G. Phelps Stokes delivered an address 
last night before the East Side Acorn Club 
of the Fourth Assembly District in its 
rooms at 183 East Broadway. ‘Louis D. 
Gibbs, the Chairman, introduced Mr. Stokes, 
who said, in part: 

“It is a common thing for people to look 
on sickness, poverty, and crime, lament- 
able as they are, as unavoidable,- I: be- 
lieve, on the other “hand, ‘that there is 
sufficient evidence to say that these calam- 
ities are avoidable, and that it is possible 
to find and eliminate the eauses, just as. the 
causes of illness are traced and destroyed 
by, physicians. 

* Poverty is largely due to sitkness. There 
is not only the avoidable suffering and 
death, but a colossal loss to the, community 
through ravaging diseases, the causes of 
which .are well known and ‘ibe remedies 
certain, I don’t like to use the term, be- 
cause it is often abused, but among the 
contributing causes is ‘‘ the «starvation 
wage.’ Together with this are the exces- 
sive hours of. work, exhausting strength, 
the strength of the individual. 

“There is a disposition’ to” tégard ‘thie 
criminal as irretrievable;and as a’ neces- 
sary part of an imperfect civyilization...He 
can be taught to avoid prison ‘and becoine 
a good citizen. In the ola days “trom 70. to 
80 per cent. of convicted, men. and-.women 
on release returned to their former lives, 
Under the reform system’ that is being * 
widely introduced in this. and other coun- 
tries, the percentage is. lessened to 20. per 
cent. In the new prison the first»offenders 
and the boys are not huddled togéther with 
hardened criming|is to eee their. ways 
and thoughts. Thig, change i in the line 
of a social responsiMlity lived up to. 

The speaker expressed the Spintoar that 
in course of time society, réalizing its re- 
sponsibilities, would control-..the.-combina- 
tions of industry and wealth, and. that the 
public school system in which such great 
advances had been made “would be brought 
to a far higher state of perfection.

THE TRUST OF GOY. TAFT... 

How'simple was the’ talk of Secretary 
Tart on Seturday evening as to the im- 
mense trust confided to Sim in the Phil- 
ippines and how impressive to those who 
have cared to follow the difficulties with 
which he has had ta contend! Reviewing 
this work and that done in Cuba, the lat- 
est number of The London Spectator ac- 
cords ft the highest praise, and remarks: 
‘An American may misjudge a situation 
gravely while his interest In it remains 
academic, but once let him be trusted 
with the solution, and the odds are he 
will go unerringly to the heart of it:” 
That is the impression one g¢ts from the 
eandid, straightforward, practical state- 
ment of Mr. Tart. 

What he sought to do in the Philip- 
pines, and what was sought by his pred- 
ecegsors, civiland military, was first to 
establish order, and, second, to jntro- 
duce self-government as fast and as far 
as #veg consistent with order. Mr, Tart 
deyoted a certain amount of attention 
on Saturdey evening to defending the 
course of the Government in taking over 
the Philippines at the close of the war 
and in putting down the movement of 
AGUINALDO. It was natural that he 
should do so, since he was at the outset 
strongly opposed to the policy of the 
Government. Tt is interesting to know 
that after his actual experience in the 
islands and with his opportunities for 
full and accurate knowledge of all the 
facts, he now believes that the general 
course of the Government was the only 
one open to it. 

On the whole, he.~regards the work 
done in the islands as successful. It has 
not overcome all defects and the future 
is crowded with disagreeable possibili- 
ties, but definite and ‘probably enduring 
progress has been made, and with cour- 
age, patience, fairness; and fidelity, can 
be maintained. Order is substantially 
insured, and the civil government is op- 
erating with much efficiency. The local 
and provincial organizations, resting on. 
the suffrage of that portion of the peo- 
Ple who are.somewhat educated or who 
own property or pay.taxes, are working 
fairly smoothly. Education is proceeding 
steadily and the islanders are eager for 
it. If now it were practicable to estab- 
lish complete freedom of commerce for 
the islands’ not only. with the United 
States, but with the rest.of the world, so 
far as the needs of the revenue will per- 
mit, we might look forwird to the future 
with no serious apprehension. That con- 
dition we cannot at “present meet. The 
stolid greed of the men who are pro- 
tected in partial monepoly by the tariff, 
the timidity of even=the strongest lead- 
ers of the party in power, stand in the 
way. The sacred schedules must not be 
disturbed. But publie® Opinion is grad- 
ually becoming clearer an@ more firm in 
this matter. Some #oncessions have been 
secured, and im time the end maz be 
reached.

MR. HILL AND MR. MURPHY. :

THE DREYFUS . REVISION. 

In order to set aside any doubt as to 
the outcome of the second ! of the 
case of ex-Capt. Dreyrus,/ which, has. 
now reached gn important $tage, it is 
only necessary to remember that thé de- 
cision of the Cour de-Cagsation in 1899, 


which sent the prisoner before @ sec- 


ond court-martial, indicated obviously 
enough that the Judges were convinced 
of his innocence. Solely on account of 
sentimental reasons they ordered a new 
trial, when they might have simply de- 
clared Dreyrus to be innocent and di- 
rected the prosecution of the Judgés and 
certain witnesseg of the court-martial of 
1894. Their decision not only indicated 
the lines along which the new trial 
should legally preceed, but it. practically 
left to the militar¥ prosecutor at Rennes 
an absurdity to.establish—that Drerrvs 
gave to a foreign Power certain docu- 
ments denoted in a list or bordereau 
which the Cour de Cassation ‘was .con- 
vinced had been written by EsTERHAZY. 
How the Rennes Judges deliberately ig- 
nored the directions in the decision, how 
they insulted the Sepreme Court by dis- 
regarding its accepted and approved evi- 
dence, and how they. finally established 
the absurdity and declared Deprrvs to 
be guilty “with extenuating circum- 
stances,” is all aymatter of history. 

There is now not even patriotic neces- 
sity for guch judicial bumiliation and 
abasement. Conditions ‘have changed 
since 1899:. Sentiment, too, has largely 
changed. ‘Tfie case itself, much to the 
disgust of Maitre Lasori, is no longer a 
great national issue, but one of jndivid- 
ual justice. The Cour de Cassation is 
strong enough to enforce its direc- 
tions. On the other hand, no military 
court, it is believed, would have the ef- 
frontery tov disregard them. It is not 
deemed likely, however, that the test 
will be made. 

The Criminal Chamber of the Cour de 
Cassation has just reached a decision in 
regard to the réquisitoire made to it two 
months ago by the Procureur-Général. 
This officer presented the results of an 
inguiry made by the Minister of War, 
which, in turn, had been inspired by a 
petition made by Dreyrus, in which the 
latter demanded an investigation ‘in re- 
gard to the alleged existence of a note 
signed by the German Keiser, which 
note had been illegally introduced at 
Rennes. He also repudiated the testi- 
mony of a Government witness, CZERUN- 
SKI. Having found these. charges more 


or less justified, the Minister of War 


added a third item as the result of his 
own inquiry: “Dissimulation of ac- 
counts and irregular keeping of the reg- 
isters of the Information Office.” The 
documents which have been placed be- 
fore the Criminal Chamber haye not en- 
abled it to decide on questions of fact. 
There is legal ground, however, for pro- 
ceeding to a supplementary fnvestigation. 
The result of this investigation, in which 
witnesses may be called, will, if success- 
ful, be laid before the full bench of the 
court, which will then decide whether 
the condemned is fo have a new trial, 
or simply. be declared “ innocent "'s-thus 
opening the path for immediate rehabili- 
tation, The fact that the court has also 
the power to confirm the Rennes verdict 
need not be seriously considered, 
i —_ oo" 

- . “SOUND BANKING.” ° 

We have not the slightest desire té dis- 
courage the utmost reasonable conserv- 
atism in the methods or theories of bank~- 
ing, but we cannot accept as a contribu- 
tion te such conservatism: the article in 
The North American Review by F. A, 
Professor of Finance in 
New York University, under the’title of 
“ Plasticity and Sound. Bankthg.’ The 
spirit and purpose of the article are fair- 
ly indicated in the title. The article is 
written with ability, and we do not ques- 
tion the candor of the writer, but we do 
not think there is any such antithesis as 
he. implies between the,“ elasticity ” 
sought by the advocates of agset cur-+ 
rency and “ sound banking.” 

In substance Prof. CLEVELAND de- 
scribes asset currency, and the elasticity 
which its advocates wish te attain, as a 
device to substitute “settlement” of ob- 
ligations for “payment” of obligations. 
He holds, what is.perfeotly true, that the 
former is not an equivalent for the lat- 
ter, and that banks should be kept very 
closely to such equipment of money or of 
“ quick” assets as would enable them at 
all times to make payment of ‘their obli- 
@ations, the chief of which are the cred- 
its they sell to their depositors. We 
agree, but we do not regard the ‘thd and 
degree of elasticity of bank issues that

AN OHIO TRADES UNION INJUNCTION. 
_A few days ago Judge Hosua, sitting 
in the Superior Colirt of Ohio, at Cincin- 
nati, made permanent a temporary in- 
junction against the Journeyman Plumb- 
ers’ Association and the Building Trades 
Council of that city, forbidding them 
from interfering in any way with the 
master plumbers or théir employés. It 
is of interest to note that what the jour- 
neyman plumbers in the membership of 
Building Trades Council are forbidden to 
do in their organized capacity or through 
agents, is what-no individual has the 
right to do, or, deing could escape ac- 
countability to the law for misdemeanor 
and to the person wronged in damages. 
No man’s right to refuse to work on 
terms or under conditions he finds un- 
satisfactory is denied or in any way re- 
stricted. The right of organization is not 
called in question. “~What is forbidden is 
en invasion of the right of tle individual 
to hire those whe wish to work for: him, 
to take a place he finds vacant, do. work 
which needs to be done, or to make such 
bargain as to compensat on as suits Aim. 

The restraint of acts calculated to @nnoy 
or distress the non-uhion workman, or to 
put him in peril of life or limb,-would 
seem to come so clearly under the gen- 
eral statutes and the common law of in- 
dividual rights as to bé superfluous; but 
evidently it is not so considered im‘ Cin-« 
cinnati. There, as in many other cities; 
erganized labor has arrogated to itself a 
right superior to law and wholly incon- 
sistent with the rights of others, No 
doubt it will the injunction as a 
great hardship and ah invasion of the 
sacred prerogatives of organized labor, to 
serve the selfish purposes of capital, buf 
the intelligent workman who will take 
counsel of his cohsciepce will have nd 
great difficulty in discoveging that the 
friend of organized labor, can in mo way 
serve it so well ag.by effectively restrain- 

ing the tendency to excesses which it so 
often manifests wager unwise leader- 

ship, 

An interesting feature of the Ohio de- 
cision is in its affirmation of the fact 
thaf.a trades. union does not need to be- 
come incorperated.in order to be subject 
to injunetion. This will tend to, dispel 
some illusions. The injunction deals 
with two unincorporated and voluntary 
organizations, and places every member 
of both under obligation to respect the 
terms of the injunction, with -penalties® 
for disobedience more severe than any. 
wise man would care to tour, A change 
of name or of form of organization will. 
not exempt any one ‘n the mémbership‘ 
of @ither body from the restraints of the 
injunctiéh: It may now be found that of 
the two ways of making the Journeyman 
Plumbers’ Union strong and éontrolling, 
that of making membership. afvanta- 
geous and desirable or of recruiting, its 
ranks by coercion, moral ang physical, 
the former is preferable. \

RELIGF ON ELEVATED STATION. 


Suggestion as to the Crowding at Cort- 
-  fandt Steet, 


To the Editor of The NewYork Times; 

Extreme congestion obtains daily at the 
Cortlandt Street Station of the Ninth Ave- 
nue elevated line, This letter points out a 
simple means of providing a large degree 
of relief at Cortlandt Street until complete 
relief is. provided by means of additional 
stairways, 

The conditions at the south-bound Cort- 
landt Street Station are these: A: single 
flight of stairs, wide enough for two per- 
sons abreast, leads to the street. Down 
these stairs during thé morning rush hours 
pass many thousands of passengers. Dur- 
dng the same period a couple of hundred 
passengers 0 up the stairs. As each as- 
cending passenger struggles forward slow- 
ly the closely packed crowd of descending 
passengers blocks: him and itsdif as well, 
because it is so immobile that it adjusts 
itself with difficulty to the narrowed pas- 
sage. For this reason each ascending pas- 
senger is compelled to spend several min- 
utes on the stairs, during every moment of 
which is causing great delay and dis- 
comfort to large numbers of descending 
passengers. The hardships of the struggle 


up the stairs are such that people may 
frequently be seen at the feot of the 
stairs, preferring a long walt there.

“LIMITS ON IM TMMIGRATION. 


hh: Siivérman Thi Thinks Restrictions 
Should Be Merely Moral Ones. 


Th. a ourge on “ The Bthics of the Im- 
migratio Problem "' at Temple Emanu-BFl 
yesterday the Rev, Dr. Silverman said that 
the only restrictions upon immigration 
should be moral-ones and that America’s 
Place in the world is as a harbor for the 
distressed and oppressed of tyrannical mon- 
apchies, , 

‘ There is no fear,” he said, “‘ that the re- 

ligious and moral status of the American 
people will be altered by the influence of 
any new blood, The American people havé 
established their regard for religion and 
morality, and will with their example rath- 
er have a beneficial] influence upen-the new- 
comer than be guided by his inferfor re- 
ligious and ethical standard.” & 
_ Dr. Silverman spoke of the societies 
formed to secure the passage of legislation 
restricting immigrition, and said that in 
order to secure an idea of the popular sen- 
timent circylars had been sent to many per- 
sons. He quoted from the one he-received 
‘and answered the questions propounded as 
follows: 


Q.--Are you in fayor of shutting out the more 
undesirable elements of the present immigration? 
A.-Yes, if by undesirable you mean criminals, 
fugitives from justice, Anarchists, labor agita< 
tors, and diseased and degenerate persons. 

Q.--Are you in favor of raising ‘the present head 
tax from $2 to $57 A.—I do not favor any tax 
for desirable immigrants. Others are not worth 
the highest tax they could possibly pay. 

Q.—Do you faver any educational restrictions? 
A.—No; I would rather favor a moral test: Let 
intending immigrants furnish a certificate of 
eharacter obtained from an American official 
stationed in Huropean centres for the purpose of 
determining the moral fitness of persons desiring 
to emigrate. I would not hold illiteracy as a 
ber. The evil of illiteracy is felt most in the 
exercise of the right of suffrage. Here I woulkt 
faver an educational test, and grant to no man 
the right to vote unless he can read the Englisn 
language. 

Q.—Do you fayor requiring immigrants to be ft 
possession of a certain sum of money upon land- 
ing? A,-—Not necessarily. The immigrant ought 
te give satisfactory evidence that he will not be< 
come a. burden to the community. 

Q.—Do you favor the arya) of all imml« 
grants not Lhysically vigorous? A.-~-It is diffi- 
cult to say What is meant by physically vigor. 
ous, Naturally the victims of oppression can- 
not be expected to be physically vigoroug, but 
under the influence of freedom. frum injuricua 
restrictions they may soon become sound. Chron< 
feal}y diseaged persons might with justice be ex 
cluded. 

Q.—Have you observed.that the present tmmi- 
sration-is a burden upon the penal and charita- 
hie organizations of New York City? A.—Immi- 
gration will always create burdens, but these 
can easily be décreased hy moderate restrictions _ 
and by instituting a Government supervision over 
the distribution of immigrants. It is the con-« 
gestion of immigrants in close quarters in larga 
cities that creates the evils of which complaint 
is justly made. The.Government should, by the 
offer of bounties, induce immigrants to locate 
in sparsely settled districts, The removal offica 
of New York should be aided by the Federal 
Government, and legislation should be enacted 
to prevent. overcrowding in tenements. 

“I submit,” said Dr. Silverman, “ that 
there is another besides the political, eco- 
nomic, or social side of immigration, There 
is the ethical side. We must not consider 
merely the influence. that enforced immi- 
gration might have on the character of our 
institutions, on the labor problem, or on the 
social life of the working people. We should 
consider the question fromthe standpoint 
of America’s place among the nations of the 
world and of our duty to humanity.” 


Dr. Silverman spoke of the emancipation 
of the slavé as only a step in the direction 
of the emancipation of humanity, and the 
interference of the United States in the 
Cuban, Armenian, and Chinese troubles as 
other steps along the same road. 


JUSTICE BREWER ON THE BIBLE. 


He Condemns Critics Who Strive to De- 
stroy Falth of Other Men. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt, Justice Brewer of the 
United States Supreme Court, Senator Dol- 
liver of Iowa, the British Ambassador and 
Lady Durand, and «many other persons 
prominent im official, diplomatic, and social 
circles, attended the service to-day in com- 
memoration of the one hundredth .anni- 
versary of the British and Foreign Bible 
Seciety at St. John's Episcopal. Church. 
Justice Brewer and Senator Dolliver were 
the principdl speakers. 

“Tt is searcely necessary before this 
audience,” said Justice Brewer, ‘to enter 
upon @ eulogy or defense of the great 
hook of books. But this is the age of 
the feonoclast, when destructive criticism 
,runs rampent, Some criticism, indeed, is 
reverent and useful—that which seeks 
simply by correcting wrong translations 
and arranging: in. chronological order the 
matchiess truths of Scripture. It is striy- 
ing to remove from the sacred volume the 
dust that careless centuries have strewn 
upon it. 

“‘ But théye are other critics without such 
lofty aims, who strive to destroy the faith 
of other mén simply. @ecause 't is held. 
The iconoclast is a popular man to-day. 
To him the Bible appears merely as a 
sort. of erazy-quilt of- untrue history, disy 
torted science, weak poetry, inpractieable 
morality, and vague foreshadowings of the 
unknown and unknowable. Yet we who 
believe know there are passages in the 
Bible unsurpassed in solemn benuty in the 
literature of the world; that its ideals of 
morality are those to which the. hest 
within us ig‘@lways aspiring; that its prom- 
ises are th@ sweetest and most comforting 
that have ever come to the tried hearts ef 
man.”

MURPHY’S BAIT FOR DOYLE 


“Lid” on Coney Island Might Be 
Loosened — Shevlin Says Kings 
County Will Fight Together, 


Senator .Patrick H. McCarren presided 
last night at the Bijou Theatre, in Brook- 
lyn, over a meeting of Irish societies, He 
was in a quiet mood, and had little to say 
of Charles F, Murphy’s declaration of war, 
though he let it be understood. that he 
would not recede from his position a single 
degree until he was absolutely down and 
out, and that he did not expect immedi- 
ately. 

“I have called the meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee for Tuesday. night,’’ said he, 
“to pass upon ths issue whether the Execu- 
tive Committee or an individual shall be 
recognized as the organization of Kings 
County, The meeting will be an open one, 
and the leaders will be enabled to decide 
with free and open minds. 

“I cannot undertake to predict whether 
my position as taken by me before the 
State Committee meeting at Albany will be 
indorsed by the committee—I might be ac- 
cused of boasting. I am hopeful, however, 
of the result.”’ 

A leader as close to Seridtor McCarren as 
any man in Brooklyn or elsewhere declared 
last night that the Senator would control 
the committee on Tugsday with ease, and 
would have his course in reference to 
Judge Parker indorsed; that he would be 
able to defy Mr. Murphy and would main- 
tain the autonomy of Kings County despite 
all.the power of Tammany Hall. * 

The McCarren men clairh all the district 
leaders except William A. Doyle of the 
Seventh, Murphy's designated agent; J. J. 
Kehoe of the Ninth, who is allied with ex- 
Senator Coffey, and ex-Sheriff Creamer of 
the Eighteenth, who is asseciated with 
Hugh McLaughlin on personal: grounds. 
In the committee there are 22 votes, the 
Highteenth having 2 votes. This figuring 
ef the McaCrren men givés them 19 of 


the 22. 

But in addition there aré six votes 6on- 
tained in the committee, aside from the 
executive members, Thesé are held by 
the four officers of the Caunty Commit- 
tee and the two of the Finance Commit- 
tee—Chairman James D. Bell, Vice Chair- 
man Emil Rose, Secretary Michael Cum- 
mings, Treasurer Arthur C. Salmon, Chair- 
man E. G. Higginbotham of the Finance 
Committee, and Secretary F, E. O'Reilly 
of the Finance Committee. These six votes 
are claimed outright by the McCarren men. 
They were all named by McCarren last Fall. 
Their votes would apparsatly give McCar- 
ren twenty-five votes in all, as against 
three for. Doyle as representing Mr, Mur- 
phy and Tammany Hall. 

It was.declared Fomterten that one of 
the reasons Mr. Murphy had picked up 
Doyle as the successor of McCarren was 
owing to the district he represented and not 
so much the leader himself. It is declared 
that Deputy Commissioner ‘Haggerty, in 
charge of the police of ;Brooklyn, under- 
stood when he took office that he would 
be allowed to govern police conditions in 
Brooklyn with respect to the tnterests of 
the McCarren organization, and that in- 
stead he has been repeatedly set-back and 
has found Commissioner, McAdoo reaching 
over his head, in order fhat the McCarren 
organization would not obtain any favors 
or advantage that the Murphy organization 
did not know about. 

Doyle, as boss of the Coney Island sec- 
tion of the County of Kings and leader of 
the district, was said to be much chagrined 
that Leader McCarren seemed unable to 
“deliver the goods” in his district with 
respect to lifting the lid just a little. Mc- 
Adco’s hold or supericr power over Hag- 
gerty prevepte : 

Now it fs said that the Tammany organ- 
ization has held the bait out to Doyle that 
if he take up the gauntlet for Tammany 
and fight McCarren that his wishes with 
respect to Coney Island woul have more 
weight than thus far. 

James Shevlin was seen at his home, in 
HRrooklyn, last night, but refused to discuss 
the political situation. It was learned, 
however, that Mr. Sheviin and other Mc- 
Laughlin leaders were prepared :to sink 
their differences with Senator McCarren 
for the purposes of the fight with Murphy. 
A strong alliance of the eoklyn ‘leaders 
will be formed for th® purpose of protect- 
ing their own organization, and afterward, 
to use the expression of one of the leaders, 
they will “ fight their family qua?re] out in 
their own house.” 

Although diligent search was made_ for 
M:. Grout, he could not be found. It is 
known, however, that he intends to stand 
firmly with Senator MeCarren, and, if any 
one of the Senater’s adherents are deposed 
from office, he will promptly turn out such 
of Murphy's friends as are in the Con- 
troller’s office. 

It developed last night that Murphy. has 
been in communication with prominent 
Democrats wherever thére has been a dis- 
trict fight, and has offered his help to 
them, exacting a promise that they will 
recognize his leadership. This has been 
going on ever since December, and McCar- 
ren has been cognizant of ft. .In_ mrany 
cases Murphy has been successful, and 
lively fights are promised in all of the 
Brooklyn districts at the Sprin rimaries. 

Deputy Firg Commissioner iiliam A. 
Doyle was asked Idst night what his plans 
were. He declared that he had no plans, 
and added: 

“Tl am not making any fight. It is the 
other fellows. who have assumed to attack 
my leadership. I will pursue the same 
course that I have started on, and don't 
intend to lay down. I have never laid 
Gown in a fight yet.”’

A dispatch from St. Petersburg July 31 
of last year said that the Imperial Academy 
of Sciences was beginning te entertain se- 
rious fears for Baron Toll, from whom 
nothing had been heard since he left the 
yacht Zaria, May 28, 1902, in company 
with two Yakuts, and’ started for Bennett 
Island. 

The Zaria left her Winter quarters early 
in June of 1902 to:find Baron Toll and his 
associate, the zoologist Biruliu, but was 
unsuccessful in its mission and returned to 
the Lena River. Biriliu escaped across the 
ice. Three relief parties were sent out 
by the academy early in 1903, one of them 
being under the command of Lieut. Kol- 
chak, 2 

A dispatch from Yakutsk, Eastern Bi- 
beria, dated Jaa, 15 last, said that boatmen 
ot the expedition commanded by Lieut, 
Kolchak had arrived there and reported 
that the effort of the expedition to find 
Baron Toll had been uneuccessful. Baron 
Toll left documents on Bennett Island

RECTOR TAKEN FOR BURGLAR.

BALTIMORE REBUILDING PLANS. 


Trust Companies Will Spend $2,000,000 
to Replace Edifices Destroyed.

BALTIMORE, March 6.—More than 
$2,000,000 will be expended by trust compa- 
nies of Baltimore in the erection of new 
buildings in aoe cage district for the es- 
tates they représent. About 140 buildings 
embraced in the estates represented by the 
companies were, destroyed, as follows; 

Safe Deposit and Trust: Company, 95;

Trust Company, representing the Whiteley 
estate, contemplates rebuilding a new hotel 
on the site of the old Carrollton annex, 
which had not yet been occupied when 
burned, The trust companies will also 
spend about $1,000,000 in making repairs to 
their own buildings,

GOVERNMENT LOST $1,000,000 | 


False Weights Used and Passed— 
Cohen and Browne Probably Will 
Be Sentenced Wednesday. - 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Chief John B. 
Wilkie of the Secret Service has given 
an interesting detailed account of the work 
done in detecting the. silk frauds, the ap- 
prehension of the New York firm of Rosen- 
th®l & Co., and the prosecution and con- 
viction of Martin L. Cohen, a. member of 
that firm, and of Charles C. Browne, a 
Customs Examiner, of conspiracy to der 
fraud the Government. 

Rosenthal, the principal in the firm, is 
& fugitive from justice, having forfeited 
his bail, and fs now supposed to be living 
in Europe. The frauds extended over a 
number of years, and their suceéss enabled 
the firm of Rosenthal & Co. practicaliy to 
control the silk trade of Japan and China 
with the United States, Unless a new trial 
is/ granted Cohen and Browne will be 
sentenced on Wednesday. 

“In 1901," said Chief Wilkie, ‘the sus- 
picion that Rosenthal & Co, were engaged 
in some sort of underhand scheme became 
80 pronounced that Browne, who way the 
Examiner in the silk division of the Ap- 
praiser’s Stores in New York, was sus- 
pended, and a systematic investigation of 
all the importations of the suspected firm 
was begun. 

*“ Ex yminations of cases of goods in the 
customs warehouses at the time of 
Browne's suspension, and comparison with 
import invoices of Rosenthal & Co,, showed 
the invoiced weights te be nearly 50 per 
cent,' Jess than they should have been. 
‘The firm made the explanation, whicly was 
accepted temporarily as satisfactory, that 
the errors were due to the carelegsness or 
ignorance of their clerkg in the branch 
houses at Yokohama and Lyons. 

‘Assistant Secretary Armstrong, how- 

ever, was satisfied that the firm had been 
guilty of extensive frauds, and determined 
to, haye its members punished. The mat- 
ter was taken up with the Department of 
Justice and Mr, Smith, who is a specialist 
in customs cases, was appointed a special 
Assistant Attorney General to collect the 
evidence and prosecute the eases if the sit- 
uation warranted, He brought from Chi- 
cago Bert Bondheim, the silk expert, took 
ever to his office all documents on file in 
the New York Custom House relating to 
the importation of silks by Rosenthal & 
Co., and began his hunt for evidences of 
fraud. It became clear that the errors in 
the entries were not accidental, but the 
result of a carefully thought-out plan, 
. “* Resenthal & Co. had a big business,~in- 
cluding @ branch house and factory in 
Yokohama, where the silks were woven, 
ard an establishment at Lyons, France, 
where they were shipped to be dyed and 
finished. In tracing consignments around 
the world one in particular attracted gspe- 
cial attention, 

“This way a consignment of twenty cases 
from Lyons, all numbered consecutively 
and the contents carefully described in the 
invoice. It was found the papers on file 
in the Custom House ineluded two bills of 
lading, one of fifteen cases frefh Lyons 
and the other of five cases from London. 
The customs laws provide that the invoice 
shall be made in the country from. which 
the goods are shipped, and the shipper, 
has’ to’swédr to the correctness of the in- 
volee- before the United States Co:)sul. 
The Consular invoice in this case rep- 
resented that alf the goods had been shipped 
from Lyons, while two bills of lading 
showed clearly that part had come orig- 
inally from London. 

‘‘T. had been in correspondence with Mr. 
Smith for some time, and at his recuest 
1 went to England to try to unravel this 
tangle. This was in Qetober last. I traced 
the five cases to one of the largest Kast 
India houses in London, and found that 
they had. contained 1,000 pieces of pongee 
silk, and thet the suagnee weight of the 
cases was more than pounds, 1 found 
also the godds had been bdught by the 
European agent’ of Rosenthal & Co., and 
specific instructions given the London house 
to give the cases certain numbers and mark 
them ‘made in Japan.’ The Lyons Con- 
sular invoice declared the cases bearing 
the flumbers recorded in the English house 
to contain Japanese ‘ habittais,’ an inferior 
grade of Japanese silk, and that each case 
weighed less than sixty-five pounds. The 
truth is that only fifteen cases had been 
shipped from Lyons, and the five other 
cases loaded aboard ‘the sAme ship at 
London, the Lyons invoice being prepared 
to cover them all. 

“} arranged with Mr. Ralph Harrison, 
the member of the English firm with whom 
the transaction had been made, to come 
to the United States as a Government wit- 
ness, and he was afterward the star wit- 
ness at the trial. It wag on his evidence 
very largely that the conviction of Cohen 
pnd Browne was secured. He made it clear 
that Rosenthal & Co: had not-only used 
false weights, but falge descriptions -of 
goods, and that on this particular shipment 
the goods had been underweighted nearly 
400 pounds on each case, Browne, the ex- 
amsmer, had passed the inyoice of, Rosenthal 
& Cv. as degeribing correctly these cases 
from England, both as to contents and 
weight, when, in faet, both-description and 
weight were absolutely false.

Isaac A. Hopper, Superintendent of Bulld- 
ings, returned yesterday from Florida, 
where he has been spending some weeks at 
his Winter residence. His return was 
hastened by the Darlingtan disaater. 

“The first news—in fact, the only news 
~of the Darlington affair I had,” said 
Mr, Hopper, “‘ was obtained from the news- 
papers. I cannot express any positive opin- 
ion as to the cause of the disaster, for the 
simple reason that I know nothing ex- 
cept what I have read, and there is con- 
siderable conflict in the reports which have 
been published. I @m going to visit the 
wreck, and make @ careful inspection of 
it. A thorough investigation will be kad 
before I am through, 

“I see that sonre of the papers mention a 
theory that the collapse of the building was 
due te quicksand, Idon’t take much stock 
in that idea. -I have done considerable 
building all around the neighborhood in 
which the disaster oceurred afd I never saw 
any quicksand, My first impression was 
that the.flooring of the building had been 
overloaded with structural steel and build- 
ing materigl. I saw where the builders had 
been using the floors for purposes of stor- 
age. It may be that the framework could 
not stand the strain of the weight thus 
imposed and the collapse followed,”

Ban Johnson. Stil Declares Na- 
tional Schedule Was Changed. 


Itineraries 6f the Local Teams on Their 
Southern Trips—First Home Games 
to be Played with College Nines. 


Ban Johnson was to have left last night

President Johnson said yeS8terday that 
he would produce the minutes of the joint 
conference meeting, which would show that 
when he asked Barney Dreyfuss where the 
National League intended to open its sea- 
son-in the East the President of the Pitts- 
burg Cluh, replied: ‘‘ New York at Phila- 
delphia and Boston at Brooklyn.” At that 
Johnson said he dismissed the New York 
pert of the schedule. 

If riothing wil} be done in the matter by 
“Jim ’’ Hart, then, Johnson sai@, he would 
put the case up to the National Commis- 
sion. The President of the American League 
and ‘‘ Garry ’’ Herrmann, Chairman of the 
National Commission, had a private talk 
yesterday, but whethcr it concerned the 
trouble about the schedule could not ‘be 
learned, as neither would speak about the 
conference, 

Manager McGraw and his players of the 
New York National League Club are ex- 
pected to ‘arrive at Savannah to-day, and 
to-morrow will begin training in earnest.

RACE TRACK CHANGES. 


Marked Improvements to be Made at 
All the Local Courses. 


Racegoers will see improvements on a 
large scale at all the metropolitan tracks 
this year.

was claimed, discriminated against New 
York and injured the city’s trade. 

President A. J. Cassatt of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad has written to Gustay H. 
Schwab, Chairman of the Merchants’ As- 
sociation Committee, to say that, in asking 
his company to discontinue the differen- 
tial rate on ex-lake grain to Philadelphia, 
; the committee was under a misunderstand- 

ing of the conditions existing. He says it is 

difficult to see how his company could com- 
ply without repudiating the decision of the 
tribunal of 1882, by which Philadelphia and 

Baltimore’ were granted differentials, and 
well disregarding the decision of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission of 1898, 
which specifically confirmed the differen- 
tials in the case of ex-lake grain. 

He says a lower rate to Philadelphia and 
Baltimore than to New York was then 
he'd to be equitable. Mr. Cassatt thought 
the hearing might be reopened, but until 
then his company could do nothing. He ad- 
mitted the question is full of complica- 
tions and difficult of adjustment, and he 
thought -the Inter-State. Commerce Com- 
mission the most competent body to inves- 
tigate it. 

President W. H. Truesdale of the Dela- 


ware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad 
admits in a letter to Mr. Schwab that the 
differential rates have operated to the dis- 
advantage of New York, and that the bur- 
den should be relieved and a normal basis 
established. But he says: ‘“‘ The commercial 
interests at the other ports now enjoying 
the differential rates are probably as hon- 
est and earnest in their views and conten- 
tions that the differentials should be con- 
tinued, either in whole or in part, as the 
New York merchants are in theirs, that a 
continuation of these differentials, either in 
whole or in part, will be an unjust and un- 
warrantable discrimination against them.’ 
Mr. Truesdale thinks the matter should be 
submitted to a board of arbitration or the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission.

| GOrtario and Western Railroad, writes: “I 
have to thank you for your favor of Feb. 
2). You may rely upon my co-operation in 
your praiseworthy efforts to benefit the 
business interests of New York City.”’

| EMPLOYERS GR.TICISED - 
BY DR. RAINSFORD 


He Calls Their Refusal'to Deal with 
Labor Leaders Unjust. 


DEFENDS NON-UNION 


Tells New Rochelle Forum That Motor- 
men Are Shamefully Treated by the 
Metropolitan—Trip on a Car.

NEW ROCHELLE, March 6.—The Rev. 
Dr, William 8. Rainsford in the People's 
Forum delivered an address on ‘“‘ Some 
Points On Which Employers and Labor 
Unions Ought to Agree.” The Public Li- 
brary Hall, which the forum calls its home, 
and which holds about 1,500 persons, was 
packed to overflowing with men and wo- 
men. The management had. also secured as 
a speaker the Irish poet, William Butler 
Yeats. E 

Dr. Rainsford, in the course of his re- 
marks, alluded to the labor leaders, Mitchell 
and Debs. Of Mitchel) he ‘said: “‘I know 
him personally, and bélieve him to be a 
wise and conscientious leader.” The speak- 
er’s opinion of Debs was that he was per- 
haps conscientious, but he could not but 
think him an unbalanced man because ‘n 
the West he said upon’one occasion that a 
man who did -not vote the Socialist Labor 
ticket was a scab, and ought to be treated 
as such. “I cannot but think:«that an ex- 
ceedingly foolish and unwise statement for 
a labor leader to make,”” commented Dr. 
Rainsford. He accused labor union men 
of winking at violence, and said that they 
could -not hope to succee@ satisfactorily 
until they made obedience to law one of 
their main principles. He’ elicited a great 
rear of applause when in another place in 
bis lecture he said: 

“It is not true that all millionaires are 
bad, nor that all bums are good. 

“I consider the question that laboring 
men have the right to combine as practi- 
cally admitted by this time, and I will not 
waste much time on that,” he continued. 
* But there is another idea that employers 
stick to pretty tenaciously that I would 
like to dwell upon a little. When I first 
came here I used to take a great interest 
in labor unions. Lately I have not been 
so often invited to speak before them. I 
cannot clearly tell why this is unless it is 
because “I spoke rather frankly. When I 
thought they were wrong, I told them so. 
But what I started out to speak of was 
that idea which is so often expressed by 
employers: ; 

“*T'll meet my own/ men, but 
leader.’ 


“Now, to my mind there is nothing quite 
s0 unjust as that. It is as absurd as it is 
unfair. Jn all walks of life men select lead- 
ers to represent them, tu stand up for 
them, to fight for their common good. 
These leaders represent-the opinion of the 
mass. The employer believes in this as 
much as any one else, for’ in the financial 
concerns to whith he belongs it is carried 
out, there being, of course, a Board of 
Directors, officers, and a President. 

“I know that you agree with mie that 
labor unions to 'become trustworthy should 
be truly American. They shonld obey the 
law. And, mark you, there is nobody who 
loses so much ag does the laboring man 
when the law is brokén. Iwas talking to 
a great lawyer the other day, and he said 
to me: ‘ We've got to simplify legal pro- 
cedure before very long: We've got to 
amend it so that a poor man as well as a 
rich one can carry Bis casé from court to 
court before we shall be absolutely just.’ 

“TI want to say, too, that Ido nét think 
that union men are fully fair to non-union 
men. They do not give the non-union man 
time enough. There is a disposition in this 


country to do everything with too much 
haste, and this is one of the things that 
is doné in too great a hurry. To my mind 
every man who is forced into a union tends 
rather to weaken than to strengthen it; 
the man who comes into it of his own free 
will strengthens it. There is more opposi- 
tion to unions in the ranks of the working- 
men than there is among employers. There 
is a lesson in this for Jaboring men. The 
man who does not join a union objects 
often to acts of injustice practiced by the 
union or by single members of it, and which 
have disgusted him, 

‘There is a good dea) that might be said 
concerning the treatment of the average 
workman. I have personal knowledge of a 
station agent who @r seventeen years act- 
ed faithfully for a Company at a small sta- 
tion in the West. After that time he was 
taken ill and forced to undergo an opera- 
tion. Besides suffering great pain he had 
also to bear the expense of two months’ 
illness, the company not allowing him a 
cent. I don’t think that ht. The compa- 
nies all seem to act alike in ‘this respect; 1 
can't tell why, unless it is that they have 
not thought about it. 

“In this city I think a certain class of 
men are shamefully treated. I mean mo- 
tormen. I had often thought of this before 
last Winter, but then one cold, sleety day I 
made up my mind that I would find out 
for myself what their suffering was like. I 

de from Twenty-third to Seventy-second 

treet with the motorman, and then I was 
out of it. By that time I was "not only wet 
through on the legs. but at the chest as 
well. Now I am a@ young man, only fifty- 
three years old, and it didn’t hurt me. The 
r.otorman told me, however, that he had 
done that for eleven hours. I believed him. 
God knows I did not care to prove it. 

“For the money he géts he suffers too 
much. He should be at least as well paid 
as are the men who run the engines on 
our great railroads. I think it is wrong that 
the stockholders of a company should want 
so much dividend. thet, the case of a 
company like the Metropolitan, the men 
who do the hardest work should not be 
adequately paid. 

“T have a knewledge, also,-of several 
hard-working, honest men, ynskilled labor- 
ers, who have in. years not been able to 
rave enough to keep the wolf from the 
door for two.weeks in case of sickness. If 
they were outo f work for 4 fortnight they 
would begin to suffer actual pangs of hun- 

er. Now, you know. that isn’t right; it 
as worthy of us as Americans.” 

Dr. Rainsford also spoke disapprovingly 
of the liberality’ with which the city had 

ven away railway frepenies. thus rais- 
ng the taxes, and criticized men who 
sought to get rich by favorable legisla- 
tion rather than by efforts’of usefulness 
to the community as well as to themselves, 

Mr. Yeates explained, as_he had done 
at previous meetings, the effort which is 
being made in [reland to revive Gaelic

Widow of Well-Known Minstrel 


Taken to Hospital. 


It became known yesterday that the aged 
woman who was removed on Saturday from 
241 West Sixty-first Street was the wife of 
Jamés J. Kelley, who years ago was a 
well-known minstrel.

FRANKFURTER ROLL MAN DEAD. 


Ignatz Frischman Won Fame and Fort- 
une at Coney Island. 


Ignatz Frischman, who is said to have 
been the introducer at Coney Island of the 
now popular ‘“ frankfurter roll,’’ died on 
Saturday at his home, 182 Prospect Park 
West. , 

Mr. Frischman was fifty-three years old 
and a native of Austria. About twenty 
years ago he established a bakery at Corey 
Island. He observed that the crowds which 
flocked there as the island grew in popu- 
larity as a resort displayed a fondness 
for frankfurter sandwiches. In those days 
the frankfurter was served to the hungry 
pleasure seekers between two slices of 
bread. It occurred to Mr. Frischman that 
it would be more delectable tucked in the 
depths of a Vienna roll of a special size. 

Acting.on the idea he began baking rolls 
and supplying them to the frankfurter men, 


who, finding that they increased business, 
ordered more and more of them. Mr. 
Frischman, as a result, was soon turning 
out ‘“ frankfurter rolls’’ by the thousands 
from his ovens. For years his bake for 
the average Summer Sunday was _ 100,(00 
rolls, and he was known the length and 
breadth of the island.

Calls Some Closed Theatres Safer 


Than Some Left Alone. | 


DARLINGTON WRECK COMPLAINT 


Non-Union Men Said to be Employed to 
‘Clear Scene of- Hotel Disaster— 
More Subway Troubles. 


Philip Kelly, delegate of the Theatrical 
Protective Union, who is known to be a 
Tammany man, caused a sensation at yes- 
terday’s meeting of the Central Federated 
Union by an arraignment of Mayor Mc- 
Clellan in reference to the’ closing of 
theatres declared to be unsafe. These 
theatres were closed as a result of an in- 
vestigation into the safety of the theatres 
in New York, prompted by the Iroquois 
Theatre disaster in Chicago. The com- 
mittee was composed of one representative 
each from the Building, Fire, and Health 
Departments. 4 

Delegate Kelly declared that some of 
the theatres which were closed were 
100 per cent. safer than some of the 
theatres: which were left open: It was 
very unfair to close theatres which were 
perfectly safe, he said, and leave others 
open which were unsafe. 

“Several hundred of our peopl¢ have 
been driven to the streets,” he cotitinued, 
“‘on account of the closing of the theatres. 
There are. men of my union out on the 
streets to-day, driven out of theatres which 
are safe, while theatres are running at 
full blast in which the laws of safety ure 
defied. What is the cause of this?” 

“ Graft,”. shouted a delegate. 

“That is what I believe,”’ continued Dele- 
gate Kelly. ‘‘ His Honor the Mayor made 
certain promises before he was elected. 
Has he kept those promises? No. I voted 
for him myself. You cannot say that this 
is a partisan idea on my part, as I voted 
the Tammany ticket, and have always done 
so. There are about 800 men in my organ- 
ization who supported that gentleman at 
my request. They are now getting it in 
the neck. [Laughter and applause.] If 
this is the sort of goverriment which we 
are to have in New York, then the change 
is a bad one.” 

Kelly then went into a general arraign- 
ment of the methods of the committee. Me 
could not understand how they selected the 
theatres that were to close. There~was 
nothing more to be said, but it was up to 
the Mayor to keep his’ promises and give 
a fair government. 

William Barrie of the Actors’ Protective 
Union said that*he also could testify Mat 
there, were sume theatres running which 
were mot‘safe. Some theatres, too, were 
all right as, far the audiences were con- 
cecrned, bui in case of a fire they would 
be simply traps for the actors. The dress- 
ing rooms were so situated that they could 
not get out quickly. 

There was more talk of trouble in the 
rapid transit subway, and if the subway js 
finished without a strike it was evident 
that it will be either because the unions 
do. not want to strike or that their com- 


plaints will. be found on examination to be 
exaggerated. After several complaints had 
been made James Holland, Chairman of the 
Ceptral Federated Union’ Rapid Transit 
Committee, said, looking disgusted: ' 

‘Unless something can be done quickly 
this body cannot be responsible for what 
may take place in the subway. We have 
no way of redressing the grievances, unless 
the men set about it in the proper way 
themselves.”’

Wild Animals. 


FROM ICE FLOE AND JUNGLE 


Polar Bears on Open Deck—Hatchway 
a'Cabin for Giraffes—Otter Scorning 
Canned Fish Died ®f Starvation. 


burg-American Line arrived here yester- 
day morning she presented on the inside 
a@ very good reproduction of the Ark. She 
brought a large consignment of animals of 
all sizes and kinds to stock the menageries 
of various circuses and zoological gardens. 
Practically the whole interior of the steam- 
ship was givegp up to the animals, while 
some of the wild animals stored on deck 
were tamed so far that they ate dainties 
offered to them at times by passengers. 

The animals were all embarked at Ham- 
burg, whence the Pretoria sailed. Some of 
them have been in captivity for several 
years, but the greater part of them are 
fresh from the ice floes of the arctic and 
the jungles of the ‘equatorial regions, 
where they were captured specially for 
show purposes in America. 

Fourteen polar bears in the consignment 
were placed out on the open deck in heavy 
cages, and all of them arrived here none 
the worse for the trip. Twenty-two camels, 
two Bengal tigers, six dromedaries, four 
leopards, a puma, two spotted hyenas, and 
various other animals from the warmer 
climates were located near the bulkheads 
inclosing the engines, where they would 
not suffer from the cold. Other animals, 
including sixty-one stallions from Denmark 
and several Arabian horses, were down in 
the hold and the- between decks, where 
they, too, passed a very comfortable trip. 

The: greatest care had to be taken with 


two fine large giraffes, one of which is 
consigned to the Barnum and Bailey show 
and the other to Ringling Brothers’ circus. 
These animals are so delicate and so val- 
uable that no expense is spared in halid- 
ling them. Because of their great height 
they could notybe actommodated between 
decks, so they were placed in the lower 
hold, directly under the hatch, the cover 
of which was left off. 

The disembarking of the animals began 
yesterday afternoon at the* steamship 
company’s Pig in Hoboken. The boxes and 
sta in whi they had been kept during 
the voyage, were placed in slings, and ani- 
mals and cages were swung to the pier by 
means of a derrick. They were-then taken 
on trucks to Loy Quarantine stables, in 
Hoboken, where they will be kept for fif- 
teen days, during which time the health 
officials will make daily examinations. Ali 
of the animals were in éxcellent condition 
yesterday. “ ‘
